A fusillade of shots ended John E. 
Barnett’s two-day hunt for his for- 
mer wife Wednesday morning. Three 
lives were snuffed out in the short 
space of a few seconds, for when the 
smoke of one of Atlanta’s most spec- 
tacular tragedies cleared away Bar- 
nett’s former wife. Mrs. Doris Eliza- 
beth Mason, was mortally wounded ; 


her husband. George Mason, was slain, 
and Barnett was dead by his own 
hand. 

The double murder and suicide was 
enacted on Hill street, near Grant 
park. Barnett in a large motor car

Be Put on File: 


Birmingham Police Hold 
Man Claiming To Be Eye- 
witness to Killing. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 8.—(/)— 
As a matter of protection to his of- 
fice, but with no idea that they will 


throw any light on the mystery, Dis- 
trict Attorney Buron Fitts tonight or- 
dered statements taken from Otis Nel- 
son, alias Hefner, and Henry Peavey, 
in connection with the interview they 
are alleged to have given in the past 
few days regarding the murder of 
William Desmond Taylor in 1922.

Taylor, prominent motion picture 
director, was killed in his Hollywood 
apartment. Edward Sands, Taylor's 
secretary, disappeared and never has 
been found. Nelson has alleged that 
he accompanied Sands in an automo- 
bile to Taylor's apartment the night 
Sands found the body, and Peavey, 
Taylor's negro valet, has been quoted 
as having said his attempts to name 
the slayer were blocked during the 
original investigation. 


ALLEGED WITNESS 
TO MURDER HELD. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 8.—(fP) 
Birmingham police and investigators 
for Attorney-General C. C. McCall, 
of Alabama, tonight were holding a 
man who told them he was hidden be- 
hind a piano in the home of Wilham 
Desmond Taylor when the motion pic- 
ture director was slain. 

Officers declined to reveal the man’s 
name until they receive a reply to 
their message to District-Attorney Bu- 
ron Fitts, of Los Angeles. 

In a statement to officers, the man 
said he was burglarizing the Taylor 
home and that he watched “a well- 
known motion picture celebrity dress- 
ed in man’s clothes” shoot Taylor 
down when the latter “refused to give 
her a check for some service.” 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 8.—(P)~ 
Alexander Julius Heinemann, widely 
known in baseball circles as president 
and treasurer of the New Orleans 
Baseball and Amusement Company, 
committed suicide tonight in his of- 
fice at the baseball park by firing @ 
pistol bullet through his mouth. 

Friends attributed his act to ill 
health and not to his loss of $336,000 
in the recent stock market crash. His 
body was found beside his desk by a 
grounds attendant who happened by 
the office. 

He was 51 years old, a native of 
New Orleans and for 24 years had 
been head of the New Orleans base- 
ball club. He was known throughout 
the breadth of the land by his de- 
velopment of the local club and of 
green baseball players. 

He was a moving spirit in the 
Southern association and had fre- 
quently asserted he would own the 
New Orleans club until he died. 

“Heinie,” as he was affectionately 
known by baseball fans, rose to his 
position from a peanut vender at the 


ball park. Owners of the club took — a 


an interest in him and starting him 
on his climb to controlling interest 
in the club and & sizeable fortune 
through investments. His fortune was 
estimated at half a million dollars but 
he was known to have given away 
many thousands of dollars te chari- 
ties. Heinemann was never married 


and his main interest was in base- 
ball. He spent most of his wakin 
hours at the ball park in season aan 
out of season. He took a keen interest 
in the individual baseball players and 
never stood in the way of advance- 
ment to the big league of promising 
players.

_ Under Heinemann’s direction the 
New Orleans Pelicans rose from a 
low place on the ladder to a team 
that threatened the pennant each sea- 
son. 

He was an idol of the fans who took 
a delight in razzing “Heinie.” Outside 
of New Orleans he was well liked 
by, sportemen and followers of base- 
all. 


“He was one of the best guys that 
ever lived but nobody over hunt un-

FNAL SNOOK APPEAL 


Professor Slayer of Co-ed 
Faces Death in Chair 
January 31. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 8.—(?)— 
The state supreme court today denied 
an application of Dr. James H. Snook 
for a rehearing of his appeal from a 
sentence of death in the electric chair 
for the murder last June 13 of Miss 
Theora K. Hix. He is to die in the 
electric chair January 31. 


The court had denied Dr. Snook’s 


double appeal from a conviction in 
common pleas court here. The former 
Ohio State University professor had 
sought review of the case in its mer- 
its and also filed a petition in error 
as a right raising a constitutional 
question. 


The next step in the case is to the 
United States supreme court, it was 
indicated today and if that body re 
jects the appeal Dr. Snook has but one 
possible hope of escaping from the 
electric chair and that’is an appeal 
to Governor Cooper for commutation of 
the death sentence to life imprison- 
ment. 

Arthur C. Fricke, chief counsel for 
Dr. Snook, announced at Cincinnati 
he had not given up the fight to save 
the veterinarian from the electric 
chair and will carry the case to the 
United States supreme court.

He explained that the meat producers 
wanted to compete on equal terms 
with other food producers.

The cotton growers of the south 
have again, in 1929, through ignor- 
ance or indolence, allowed their 
crops to suffer a greater deteriora- 
tion of grade and staple. Only 78.2 
per cent of the nearly 13,000,000 
bales ginned prior to December 1 
was tenderable on futures contracts, 
as against 85.4 per cent of total 
ginnings during the corresponding 
period in 1928—a clear loss of 7.2 
per cent of ready market cotton. 
So that 21.8 per cent, or more 
than one-fifth of American upland 
cotton was uncommercial cotton for 
either domestic or world markets. 

The question raised by these of- 
ficial figures is what can be done 
to rescue the south’s paramount 
Staple crop from being thus heavily 
deteriorated and discounted by the 
very farmers who should have the 
highest interest in improving both 
the grade and staple of their crop? 
That 7.2 per cent of untenderable 
cotton from last year’s fields cer- 
tainly represented a dead loss of 
matiy millions of dollars to the cot- 
ton field farmers. 

Certainly there is very little yet 
to be learned in the business of cot- 
ton farming. The knowledge of 
practically all of its factors has been 
acquired and put in shape for the 
Simplest farmer to understand it, 
and if he does not avail himself of 
it in his farm practice he has only 
himself to blame when he fails on 
the farm and-has to beg for a bread- 
and-meat job in some other field of 
labor.

POPULARITY OF WOOD ALCO- 
HOL POISONING. 


Scofflaws engaging in the brewing 
0. distilling business will not be elated 
to learn that chemists say that ama- 
teur fermenting is likely to produce 


cupsiderable wood alcohol, and wood 
alcohol (methyl) is the poison that 
kills some consumers of bootleg prod- 
ucts and leaves others blind. 


But that isn’t the half of it. Neu- 
berg, a German bio-chemist, has found 
that tobacco smoke contains some 
wood alcohol, and that not more than 
one-tenth of the wood alcohol inhaled 
in tobacco smoke is exhaled again 
with the air. Most of it becomes dis- 
solved in the saliva and mucus mois- 
tening the lining of the mouth and 
the breathing passages. So a heavy 
smoker does not need to patronize a 
speakeasy nor even to run a brewery 
or still of his own in order to get 
poisoned with wood alcohol. Ger- 
man authorities estimate that-a smok- 
er who consumes 10 cigars in a day 
burns up approximately two ounces of 
tobacco and inhales approximately 8 
drops of wood alcohol; a cigaret smok- 
er who consumes 20 cigarets in a day 
burns approximately only _ three- 
fourths of an ounce of tobacco yet in- 
hales as mucn wood alcohol as the 
smoker of 10 cigars does. I regret I 
cannot report on the wood alcohol 
content of pipe smoke, for these in- 
vestigators omitted that. Until the 
bad news comes, however, i shall con- 
tinue to enjoy from one to three pipe- 
fuls daily except maybe Blue Mon- 
day, but I shall take good care to 
keep a large flock of pipes, so that 
each shall be smoked only once in a 
week or so. 

One of the putatve effects of ex- 
cessive indulgence in tobacco is par- 
tial blindness (doctors call it ambly- 
Many competent physicians 
have recognized cases of tobacco am- 
blyopia, though some -excellent physi- 
cians question whether the impair- 
ment of vision in such cases is really 
due to chronic tobacco ‘poisoning. 


There is no such divergence of medical | 


opinion regarding the blindness of 
wood alcohol poisoning. This new ob- 
servation of the German chemists that 


' tobacco smoke contains wood alcohol, 


tends to strengthen the belief that to- 
bacco poisoning may produce partial 
blindness, Even so small a quantity 


'of wood alcohol as eight drops, in- 


haled every day, might readily bring 
nbout partial blindness, I should 
think.

Early Ideas Were Provincial. 

In those early days the ideas of the 
people were intensely provincial. As 
separate colonies and subsequently as 
loosely affiliated states, the people of 
each colony or state exercised prac- 
tically all the rights of self-deter- 
mination. 

Thereby was evolved certain pro- 
cesses of state isolation. When, therc- 
fore, it became imperative in general 
opinion that the states should be com- 
bined in “a more perfect union,” they 
found it necessary to split their natu- 
ral sovereignty—delegating a part to 
the Union’s government and reserv- 
ing the rest to themselves, either to 
the state governments or the people of 
each state. 

But in the meantime of 143 years 
the states have grown from 13 to 48, 
expanded over the continental domain, 
and are cemented by modern commu- 
nications into almost as fairly a com- 
pact national entity as the most cir- 
cumscribed and commonized commu- 
nity on the globe.

FARM LEGISLATION 
IS GOVERNOR’S HOPE

Among others speaking were J. Phil 
Campbell, director of extension of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture; 
Eugene Talmadge, state commissioner 
of agriculture, and H. M. Rogers, 
manager of the Atlanta plant of Fore- 
most Dairies, who read to the con- 
ference a paper prepared by Hugo 
Larsen, vice president of Foremost 
Dairies. 

Commissioner Talmadge renewed 
suggestions he has offered recently ad- 
voeating an application of the protec- 
tive tariff to farm produce. B. C. 
Milner, assistant engineer of the state 
highway commission, and Henderson 
Hallman, president of the Georgi 
Automobile Association, advocted har 
surfaced roads as one important fac- 
tor to be considered in arriving at a 
solution of the farm problem. 

“A comparison of produce hauled 
to market by Georgia farmers over un- 
improved and improved roads,” Mr. 
Milner told the conference, “shows 
that the Georgia farmer in 1928 
wasted more than $5,263,000 because 
he lacked good roads. That, alone, is 
sufficient to pay the interest on a 
$100,000,000 bond issue.” 

Campbell on. Live Stock. 

Mr. Campbell, addressing himself 
to live stock as one remedy of the 
farm problem, said a recent estimate 
showed Georgia’s income from live 
stock at $15,000,000, greater than any 
other “all-cotton” state. 

“The same estimate,” Mr. Campbell 
said, “gives Iowa an income of $360,- 
000,000 from live stock and practically 
all of the states in the northern cen- 
tral part of the United States more 
than $100,000,000 annually from this 
source.” 

Mr. Campbell submitted figures 
showing a comparison between Geor- 
gia and Wisconsin, saying Georgia has 
343,000 milk cows at a value of $12,- 
348,000, while Wisconsin has 2,000,- 
000 milk cows worth $149,000,000, — 

“The dairy cow in Wisconsin is 
valued at just double the amount as 
the dairy cow in Georgia,” he de- 
clared. 

He said also that the total of all 
Georgia crops last year fell $75,000,- 
000 short of Wisconsin’s dairy 
products, cattle, hogs and sheep, aud 
$108,000,000 short of dowa’s income 
from live stock. 

Live Stock in Other States. 

“But this does not tell the whole 
story,” he said, “—the live stock of 
Iowa and Wisconsin also are fertilizer 
factories. Dairy manufacturing .and 
putting it into the soil fertilizes at 
no cost to the farmers. On the other 
hand, production of cotton, peaches 
and other crops calls for heavy out- 
lay of fertilizing material at consid- 
erable cost, therefore lessening the 
profit on the income. Live stock cannot 
be produced without feed and feed 
eannot be produced without soil. 
Therefore, the limiting facter in live 
stock production in the state of Geor- 
gia is the poor returns from labor 
expended on the production of corn, 
hay, small grain and pastures. 

“A farmer in Iowa or Wisconsin 
can go into his field the first of June, 
prepare and plant his corn, return 
twice during the growing season with 
one or two row cultivators, and with 
little outlay of labor produce per man 
from 2,000 to 3,000 bushels of corn 
with no outlay of fertilizers. This 
amount of corn produced by one la- 
borer in addition to the hay crops, 
oats and other crops that he could 
handle, enables. him to feed at a 
profit. 

Georgia Corn Production. 


“The same amount of time expend- | 


ed by one laborer on corn production 
in the state of Georgia will return 
not more than 500 to 750 bushels per 
unit of labor.” 

He pointed to production of live 
stock in Georgia as seeming to be a 
job of the “cat chasing its tail.”

today before the senate lobby commit- 
tee betwden Senator Robinson, repub- 
lican, Indiana, and H. H. Pike, Jr., 
a Wall Street sugar broker. 

The outburst resulted from a let- 
ter written last February by Pike 
to P. A. Staples, of the Central Her- 
shey Company of Havana, which said 
W. C. D’Arcy, publicity man for the 
Coca-Cola Company, “has a personal 
method of approach to Hoover and is 
going to see that Hoover gets full but 
concise data on the sugar subject.” 

Pike, who previously had testified 
that the Coca-Cola and Hershey coni- 
panies were financing a campaign by 
the Bottlers’ Association against a 
high sugar duty in the tariff bill, 


said he was unable to give the exact 
source of his information. It had 
come, he said, from a person who had 
attended a breakfast given by Robert 
W. Woodruff, president of the Coca- 
Cola Company. 

The letter said those present at 
the breakfast, in addition to Pike and 
Woodruff, were D’Arcy, Mr. Horsey, 
export vice president of the Coca- 
Cola Company, and Ralph Hayes, pub- 
licity viee president of the Chatham 
and Phenix National bank. 

Leaning across. the committee ta- 
ble, Robinson—the only regular re- 
publican on the committee—pointed 
a finger at the witness and shouted: 


“Backstairs Method.” 


“That looks to the average man, I 
would think, that there was some 
backstairs method of approach.” 

“It would not mean that to a busi- 
ness man,” Pike returned. 

“We had this little meeting at 
breakfast,” the witness testified. 
“You can count how many people 
were there—six or eight. We talked 
about ‘what are we going to do to 
prevent this wicked increase in the 
sugar tariff?’ and one of those peo- 
ple said to me, ‘I think Mr. D’Arcy 
can put these sugar facts before Presi- 
dent Hoover,’ which is a_ perfectly 
proper thing for him to do, and I do 
not remember which of those men 
told me that, but they never told me 
how he wag going to put it there, and 
I do not say that in the memor- 
andum.” 

Senator Robinson asked Pike if he 
thought it was “a fair method of pro- 
cedure” to send the information to 
Mr. Staples, adding that “he could 
tell it to anyone he desired.” 

“T think it is very fair,” Pike said. 

“Bandying the presidents name 
around when you today say you do 
not know what the method was or 
what you were talking about then?” 
Robinson shot back. 


Would Do It. 


“IT did not know, but if I had a 
method of putting it before President 
Hoover I should do so, and I would 
tell you so and I would be very proud 
of having the ability,” Pike retorted. 

“Then why don’t you tell me what 
it was? '‘ What was the method?” 
Robinson demanded. 

“I do not know and did not know 
at the time and I do not say in the 
memorandum that I did know.” 

“Then you ought to have kept quiet 
about anything you knew nothing 
about. Isn't that true when you are 
using the name of the president of 
the United States in this lobbying ca- 
pacity of yours?” Robinson asked. 

“No, sir,’ Pike replied. 

The sugar broker, the only wit- 
ness today, testified that about $32,- 
COO had been spent in the campaign 
thus far against a high sugar | tariff 
and that the Hershey Corporatiqn and 
Coca-Cola Company each had agreed 
to spend as much as $25,000. 

He said the money had been paid 
by the companies through him to Jun- 
ior Owens, secretary of the American 
Bottlers of Carbonated Beverages, of 
which both companies are members. 

Pike added that the Hershey Com- 
pany had already paid about $20,000, 
and that he had advanced the Coca- 
Cola contribution, which he safd 
would be repaid when a final account- 
ing was made.

O. Townsend, sugar expert of the 
tariff commission; Purdon, 
sugar expert of the commerce depart-

The indoor meet, an innovation in

Southern conference who, coming 
from other sections, have had ex- 
perience with indoor competition.

“fantastic bogey.” The Western 
Union, he says, will refuse to be a 
party to any monopolistic combine 
such as Mr Young proposed for in- 
ternational communications, 

This was the tenor of his colorful 
testimony before the genate committee 
on interstate commerce when hear- 
ings were resumed on the Couzens 
bill creating a commission to regulate 
all forms of wire and wireless com- 
munications. 

The testimony of the two captains 
of the American communications in- 
dustry revealed them entirely at odds 
on the need for a combination of cable 
and radio facilities to meet foreign 
competitors in the international f:sld, 
particularly the threat of world domi- 
nation of communications by the giant 
British cable-radio merger of last year. 


¢ Where Mr. Young, as chairman of 


the Radio Corporation of America, 
pictured America’s cable and radio 
systems held at the mercy of foreign 
monopolies, Mr. Carlton declared the 
situation was completely controllable 
by American interests, and referred 
to the threat of British domination 
as “nutter nonsense.” The merger of 
Great Britain’s private and govern- 
menta] cable-radio facilities into one 
large private company was described 
as “creaky and ponderous” and as

The 
price situation is reported to be un- 
settled. 

Steel Advances. 

Pittsburgh reports an advance in 
steel scrap prices as a result of in- 
ereased buying of steel by automo- 
bile manufacturers. The price move- 
ment of steel scrap is closely watched 
by the steel trade. 


It was learned today that on Janu- 
ary 2 there were 157 or 49 per cent 
of the country’s 318 blast furnaces 
active against 197 or 57 per cent 
of the total at the beginning of 1929.

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STATE MARKET BUREAU 


DOES LARGER BUSINESS 


The state bureau of markets during 
1929 sold for Georgia farmers a total 
of 1,358 cars of procure at ar agere- 
gate price of $1,745,906.51, accordinz 
to the annual report released Wed- 
nesday by A. D. Jones, director of the 
}department. The 1929 volume of busi- 
ness represented an increase of 36 
per cent over that of last year, when 
products worth $1,279,565.56 were 
sold by the department. 


Poultry led the ao with 248 cars, 
returning $870,537.81. Hogs came 
second with 533 pa bringing $705.,- 
359.54. Sweet potatoes came next, 
bringing the farmers $322,771. 16. 
Other commodities sold by the bureau 
during the year just ended include 
‘Various varieties of beans, peas, oats, 
rye, corn, cotton seed, eggs, butter, 
syrup, melons, peaches, peanuts, 
lambs and cattle. 


It_ will also be noted that. claims 
totaling $336.27 were collected for va- 
rious shippers. 

This department also furnished 
shipping information to many farmers 
whose sales have not been reported to 
this office. A tremendous amount of 
sales were also made through the 
Market Bulletin which were not re- 
ported. 


During 1929 51.142 notices were 
carried in the Market. Bulletin. ‘The 
net circulation of that paper increased 
from 59,106 on January 1. 1929, to 
73,480 on December 31, 1929. 


Besides making direct sales for the 
Georgia farmers and publishing the 
Market Bulletin, the bureau of mar- 
kets also co-operated with the United 
States department of agriculture in 
the inspection of fruits and vegetables 
and the issuance of crop and market 
reports. Reports were released dur- 
ing the peach and melon seasons 
daily at 11 a. m. This report gave 
the prices being paid in the larger 
eastern markets, as well as f.o. b. 
sales and daily car lot movements. 

The enforcement of the peach and 
apple standardization laws was alse 
entrusted to this bureau. Experi- 
ments in the storage of fresh peaches 
were also announced as successful by 
Director Jones.

Trading on the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange was suspended 
Wednesday because of the holiday 
observed annually in the city on 
the anniversary of the Battle of 
New Orleans.
